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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As indicated in box 9 above, the affidavit will not 
be entered because the affidavit failed to overcome all rejections. It is noted that the present invention was reduced to practice prior to a 
critical date and the showing is sufficient to overcome the art rejections based on JP 08-245810. However, the claimed subject matter is 
not fully supported by the showing, namely the vol % of the foam. The showing discloses the composite was made from 6-8% density Al 
foam. Likewise, the composite had about 92 to 94% vol % polymeric matrix. On the other hand, the claims recite 60 to 95 volume % 
polymeric matrix, which is not commensurate in scope with the declaration. The claims contain subject matter whose volume % range is 
much broader than the range described in the declaration. 
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
